CurE ror Sweeny —Take 12 onances 
of salt pork fry the grease from it 
thoroughly ; dissolve three handsful of 
salt in the hot grease; take three hen’s 
eggs ; bruise them fiae, shells and al!;

salt when warm enough to dissolve the 
eggs, but not to cook. Apply to the 
part effected every other day until you 
see an improvement; then as often as 
you think best.

The New Dollars are Rolling Oat— 
By Thursday They Will ome at the 
Rate of $150 000 Per Day. 

Special to the U.ocipna'ti Enquirer. 
PaitpseLtesra, March 11.—There had 
been no announcement of time for the 
beginning of coinage of the new silver 
dollars atthe mint, so it was by acci« 
dent that your correspondent, dropping 
in at 2 o’c'ock this afternoon, was the 
only preas representative there to see 
the first of the new coinage made. The 
dies were finished soon after noon, and 


the first pair was placed ia the largest 
coining machine, used for douvie ea- 
gles. Little time was spent, and a half 
dozan planchets spoiled before the dies 
were exactly adjusted. Then Albert 
Downing, foremau of the coining room, 
put a polished planchet under the press 
and, giving the wheel a single revolu- 
tion, the first dollar was stam It 
was removed by hand, and critical ex- 
amination developing a flaw, the press- 
ure was readjusted and another put in. 
Ten more were then coined, but the 
eleventh was found defective, and this, 
as well as the first, was at once defacad 
and returned to the smelting room. 
The first twelve, having been struck 
ov polished planchete, were removed 
by se to prevent indentation, and 
inclosed in an envolope numbered to 
show the order of its coinage, The firat 
goes to the president and the second to 
Secretary Sherman. The first was 
s.ruck at 3:17, and at 3:55 steam was 
turned on and the dollars began merrily 
clanking into the box at the rate of 
eighty aminute. To-morrow two more 
pairs of dies will be finished and an- 
other machine put to work, so that on 
Thursday, when ten more will be done, 
there wil be four machines at work, 
turning out 150 000 shinersa day. The 
dies for the San Francisco and Carson 
mints will be ready then, and wiil be 
forwarded at once. 

The first del very will be made on 
Thureday. The secretary has yet made 
no orders for the issue of the new 
coinage, but it is believed that it will be 
issued only for gold coin, becanse it will 
command the same price readily. Or- 
ders are already in for millions from 
store keepers who want them for ad- 
vertising purposes. Whatever silver 
finds ita way into the the treagary will 
be promptly pid oat for the purchase 
of batlion for coinage purposes.

THE MINT MEMORIAL. 


—_— 


The memorial of the Atlanta cham - 
ber of commerce should be supported 
by petitions from every congressional 
district in Georgia, Ssuth Carolina and 
Alabama. In this way the cotton 
states can certainly secure ove of the 
new branch mints. It will be unhesi« 
tatingly conceded in all three of these 
states that Atlanta is not only the 
nearest city to the southern gold belt— 
it is in fact located in it,—but that it is 
the only really central city of the 
cis-Migsissippi cotton states. If the 
united influence of the cotton states 
can be brought to rear in favor of one 
southern city there will be little diffi. 
culty in securing one of the new mints. 
We believe the Georgia senators and 
representatives can alone name the lo- 
cation of one of them; they certainly 
can in conjunction with the represent- 
atives of Alabama, Florida, South Car- 
Olina and Tennessee, The latter state 
would be especially benefitted by an 
extension of the gold-mining in- 
terest in Georgia; for our people 
buy no small part of their supplies 
in Teonessee. The mining interests of 
South Carolina and Alabama would be 
benefitted by a mint at a point eccessi- 
ble alike to either state, and Florida 
should help us out of neighborly mo~ 
tives. Let us not be backward or bash- 
ful in advocating our claims to a mint. 
The committee appointed by the cham 
ber of commerce should not consider 
their work ended in the preparation of 
a single memorial. They should 
immediately prepare petitions for 
signature in every congressional 
district this side ot the Mississippi aud 
south of North Carolina. Our repre- 
sentatives in congress cannot effectu- 
ally present the just claims ef the 
southern gold belt, unless we do enough 
to show that we are thoroughly in 
earnest in demanding what our gold 
fields warrant. 


THE NEW HAMPSHIRE ELECTION. 

Last spring Governor Prescott was 
elected by a plurality of 4,034 over Mr. 
Marcy, the democratic candidate. This 
majority has been reduced about fifty 
per cent, but not enough to throw the 
election of the state officers into the 
legislature or to give the legislature to 
the democrats. Another election is to 
be held in November, when 
2 new legislature will be 
chosen, upon which will devolve, 
according to Senator Wadleigh, the 
election of his successor. If the pres- 
ent ratio of democratic gaing can be ac~ 
celerated by events, the democrats will 
be able to carry the state at the next 
trial. The late campaign would have 
heen dull beyond precedent but for the 
fear that ademocratic legislature would 
attempt to elect a new senator in June. 
All the party strikers were put at 
work to secure a republican legislature. 
This effort in tavor of Mr. Wadleigh 
perhaphs saved the republican state 
ticket from defeat. As it is, the rej; ub- 
lican majority of last year has been 
cut down one-half, and the majority in 
the legislature from seventy-three to 
about thirty. 

The retention of any margin at all 
by the republicans is doubtless due to 
the fact that they expressly repudiated 
in their platform Bill Chandler and 
approved the president’s efforts“‘to keep 
faith with the people,” in his southera 
policy. The democratic platform re- 
pelled those who do not believe in a 
speedy resumption, sharp contraction 
policy, aud between the two platforms, 
and the desire of Mr. Wadleigh to be 
his own successor, the republicans 
succeeded in retaining their hold upon 
the state by a very slender majority. 
“The first gun” of 1878 has caused no 
dismay in the conservative ranks. On 
the contrary, it inspires the hope that 
the verdict of March and the verdict 
of November will be entirely dissimi- 
ar. 


ANTE-BELLUM MAIL CONTRACTORS. 
The disclosures of last week have 
been followed by a bill to repeal the 
clause in the appropriation act ef 1877 
to pay the amount due mail contractors 
for services performed in the states of 
Alabama, Arkaneas, Florida, Georgia: 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Missouri, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Texas, Tennessee, Virginia and 
West Virginia, in the years 1859, 1860 
and 1861, and before these states 
respectively engaged in war against 
the United States. The repealing bill 
was introduced by Mr. Harry White, 
of Pennsylvania, and will probably be 
passed without much opposition. The 
general act will be annulled, and each 
case must hereafter stand on its merits. 
The confederate’ records show, says 
the New York Tribune’s Washington 
correspondent, “that an order to set- 
tle all balances due on mail contracts 
prior to June 1, 1861, the postmaster of 
the confederacy was by an act of Sep- 
tember 26, 1862, authorized to pay the 
contractors the sums respectively found 
due and owing to them for postal ser- 
vice rendered in any ofthe states of 
the confederacy under contracts made 
by the United States, as those sums 
were audited and ascertained by him. 
The amount of those claims presented 
to the confederate government was re- 
ported by the first auditor to be $773,- 
44417. Afewclaimsthe auditor said 
had not been presented, but in his 
opinion $800,000 would be sufficient 
to cover the whole. In accordance 
with his recommendation, the confed- 
erate congress in October, 1862, appro~ 
priated $800,000, and subsequent re. 
ports by the postmaster showed that 
he disbursed, on account of his appro- 
priation, at least $564,544 22. No re- 
port on thie subject later than Decem- 
ber 7, 1863, has been found, but the 
inference isihat the whole $800,000 
was disbursed, and that alithe con- 
tractors whq are now seeking from con-
